DR LIVINGSTON UPON AFRICA. 


[ Continued ] 


But it may be objected that the colonisis 
of Natal cannot get free labour from the 
Caffres, and) our Covernment must supply 
them with coolies—there can be no harm in 
quoting the Natalians, own words, as pub- 
lished from reports of public meetings in their 
own newspapers. ‘The avowed object of the 
speakers at one meeting a few years ago was 
to induce the Government to grant Chinese 
or coolie labour, “for then they would get 
English capital on the strength of it.” New, 
I wish them to get some of it; they would 
make a much better use of it than the Em- 
peror of Russia would; but, though desirous 
to see them prosper, I think it will be in their 
power to remember that Cafire labour by 
tke thousand was at their door at 7s 6da 
month, and ifa Times’ commissioner had 
gone out they would both have left off their 
clamour for ‘“Jabour” and for a Caflre war, 
for these “Time’s people” are sad fellows 
for putting the ends of things together. 
The attempt by a commision to get up a 
Catlre war produced the opinion of the Re- 
corder of Natal,“ that history does not pro- 
sent another mstance in which greater secu- 
rity was enjoyed of both life and property 
than had been enjoyed by the Natalians 
during the period of Inglish occupation.” 
M,. Cloeter, the recorder, is a gentleman of 
Dutch decent, of distinguished impartiality 
of judgment, and eminent in legal attain- 
ments. 

And then they were told, nem. con., in 
the commission; that nearly all those who 
were clamouring for labour were so unable 
to employ labour that they had actually come 
to the colony in search of employment. I 
wish them success; bnt you will see whether 
their want of labour means more than want 
of capital, and whether the case has any 
bearing On the question, producing cotton by 
free labour in Africa. 

With respect to the fertility of the soil I 
have very little doubt, because cotton is al- 
ready cultivatied, though of inferior quality. 
It isshort in the pile. In Cazengo, a dis- 
trict of Angola, 1200 cloths, each six feet 
long by three broad, is the annual tribute of 
the free population to Government. ‘There 
is bees-wax in great abundance in the in- 
terior, but the people eat the honey and 
throw the waxaway. Coflee, wheat, sugar, 
and indigo were formerly exported from 
Tete. ‘Lhe country in many parts is quite 
covered with wild vines; but the grapes are 
bad. ‘here is abundance of specular iron 
ore and the black oxide, but I have spoken 
of these elsewhere. ‘The wheat grows © on 
parts flooded by the Zambese; and this river 
inundates large patches of country annually 
exacctly asthe Nile dues. Indeed, it rises 
ina great valley, contaning extensive col- 
lections of water with islands. And, as the 
view of Sir R. Murchisou respecting the 
formation of Africa was remarkably con- 
firmed by my observations, made without 
the remotest idea of his having enunciated 
it clearly three years before, I think it high- 
ly probable that the Zambese and Nile rise 
in one great valley. ‘Ihe valley of the Nile 
between Cairo and Alxandria is the exact 
counterpart to the Valley of the Barotse, 
between 16 degrees and 145 degrees south 
latitude, and 23 degrees east longitude. 

My principal object in referring to those 
matters in the present papers is to take ad- 
vantage of your wide circulation to uttera 
sort of protest against any rash speculations 
being made in connexion with them. ‘The 
ports colled Barra Catrina and Melumbe, 
at the real mouths of the Zambese, ought to 
be examined by competent persons, if the 
opinion of the late Captain Parker, who was 
killed at the mouth of the Danuba, and 
who is said to have been delighted with the 
branch called Luabo or Cuama, cannot be 
found at the Admiralty. Tbe river of Quil- 
limane, which I came down, is not the Zam- 
bese at all. When I left that river it was 
flowing rapidly, with about three quarters 
of a mile of deep water. Jt remains high 
during five months of the year—z.e., a small 
steamer would scearcely run aground any- 
where within 300 miles of the coast; and 
during the remaining mouths there isa deep 


year to year. ‘There is a shifting, too, of 
the large reedy island in the river below 
Lupata: the healthiest period jof the year 
—May, June, and July—corresponds with 
the time of meditin height of the water. 
The country is uninteresting until you go 
through the gorge of Lupata. ‘The numer- 
ous islands. where, before the late war, 24 
fowls could be brought for two fathoms of 
strong unbleached calico, and grain equally 
cheep, are now depopulated. ‘The Portu- 
guese Government has made the ports of the 
eastern coast free, and certain privileges are 
granted toany one who may discover and 
work a iine. ‘he country, especially 
that north of the Zambese, is remarkably fer- 
tile, and the people cultivate largely; yet I 
wonld recommend nothing but a small out- 
lay in any attempt to develope the resource 
of the country. Anything ona orand scale 
would be sure to fail, because it is so very 
difficult to get the proper agency, for how- 


ever good men may appear at home. when 
freed from the restraints of public opinion 


and the thousand other influences which 
bear upon them in England, they do often 
act inthe most unaccountable manner. Let 
bnt little be attempted at first, and when 
success in the small way is attained opera- 
tions can easily be extended: your men will 
then be known too. Tf, for instance, an at- 
tempt were made to develope the coal trade 
there would beno great difficulty in a small 
armed steamer yoing up the Zambese 300 
miles to the parts around Tete, where the 
seams crop out of the surface. One seam 
could bereached by going up, in flal-bot- 
tomed boats,a river 60 or 80 yards broad, 
called Revubue (Revubwe), which falls in- 
tothe Zambese on the north bank, about 
two miles below the fort. These flat-bot- 
tomed boats would approach to within two 
or three miles of the seam and but for a small 
cascade in the Reyubwe, they could enter 
the tributary of the Revubwe in which the 
seam exists It is situate in the perpendic- 
lar bank, and measured from the level of the 
stream, it is 48 inches in diameter, few inches 
of shale. then another of 10° inches—58 
inches of coal in all. The dip of the same 
is inclined upwards, so no machinery for 
drainage would be required, Close by, the 
cual has been converted into coke by vol- 
canic action. Another tributary of the 
Revubwe, which enters uearly opposite this 
contains another seam, and there are others 
higher up, or north-wards. I have brought 
specimens for the museuyi in Jermyn Street 
under Sir R. Murchison, whose opinion will 
be decisive as to the value or  worthlessness 
of the mineral. Should sucha speculation 
be succesful, accurate information of the 
commercial value of other erticles would in 
the meantime be secured. I am not quali- 
fied by a commercial education to give any 
opinion, and others equaily clever might 
might not succeed in gaining the affections 
of the natives. With me. indeed, it has 
been a work of time, and Ihave profited 
much by the kindness of those with whom I 
have lived in giving me a good name. But 
any ona may keep a civil tongue in h's head 
and avoid espousing the quarrels of athers, 
as the Jnglish have done those of the Boers 
with the Cafires, Letit always be remem- 
bered that slavekeeping is bad neighbour- 
hood; “if you don’t give up my runaway 
sleve you are my enemy.” This has been the 
root of many a war.—I am, Sir, yours, &c., 
Kendal, Dec. 24, Davin Livingston.

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THE DRUNKARDS DEATH. 
What a spectacle is this! What a lesson 
does it teach! ‘The destruction of man’s 
corporal frame is not pleasant under any 
circumstances. The taking down his‘‘clay 
tabernacle,” even when he hopes to enter a 
“building not made with hands,” in the up- 
per skies, has something melancholy in it. 
But when we see a mortal stretched upon 
his dying couch whose life has been spent 
in debauchery and revelry, what is there 
connected with him or his, either with his 
past or present, or future, that does not pre- 
sent the most horrible and forbidding aspect? 
Life is gone—-properly wasted-—-character 
blasted—wife and children beggared—there 
he lies upon his: bed of straw, with parched 
lips, bloated countenance, and blood shot 
eyes, the very personification of ruin, Tos- 
sing upon his hard and comfortless couch, 
panting for breath, and calling for help, but 
all in vain. Death marks him for his. vic- 
tim; and now, if fora while he is relieved 
from frightful ghosts and demons which 
hitherto haunted his disordered imagination, 
conscience, the sleepless monitor, with re- 
doubled vigor, assails his still conscious soul 
and brings up before him every act of his 
worthless life, to blast all hope, to plunge 
him in deeper agony, and to hurry his affri- 
ghted gpirit into the presence of his God. 
How loudly and bitterly does he complain 
of himself, of life, of friends, of God. 

He prays, but it is the angry impreca- 
tion of a doomed spirit, demanding of his 
Maker a speedier discharge. The wild 
glare of nis scorched eyes, his restless tos- 
sing his retching hiccough, and his deep 
hollow groans, tell us how hard it is for a 
drunkard to die. ‘The very presence of once 
loved wife and children, kindle in his bosora 
in advance, the very fires of hell. The sooth 
ing voice of mercy and the plaintive pray- 
er of the man of God kneelins by his bed- 
side, but add fuel to the already raging 
flame. He calls for water! water! water! 
now, ere he takes up his habitation where 
“one drop” will not be allowed him; but ab! 
the cool draught only adds force to the 
devouring fire. Friends gather around to 
take a last farewell, and bis tremulous hand 
is extended to bid them adieu; thoughts of 
the past and the future send their withering 
arrows, barbed with the poison of death, to 
his bursting heart; and with one agonizing 
struggle, his ruined soul staggers into the 
spirit land to receive its sentence. Pity, 


compassion, humanity would let the veil 
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drop here, and cover up till the great aési= 
zes the doom of the deluded. misguided 
wretch; but Divine truth has said, «All 
drunkards shall have their portion in the 
lake that burneth with fire and brimstone.”

FREE SUGAR. 


The movement in favor of a repeal of the 
duty on sugar is all but universal. —The fol-. 
lowing is the substance of a petition to Con- 
gress now being numerously signed in News 
York. The petitioners represent— 

That sugar has become so universal and 
indespen ible an article of consumption as to 
be not improperly reckoned among the necos- 
series of life. eR 

The duty of thirty per cent., with which it 
is burdened on its importatiau into our country, 
weighs severely upon the mass of the people, 
and upon the various trades and. occupations 
in which it is used as a raw material. 

That this duty isa tax levied upon more 
than twenty millions of our people not for the 
necessities of the government which does not 
want it, but for a benefit of a class which, at 
present, does not piobably exceed two thou- 
sand in number. 

That the sugar-cane is a tropical plants 
which does not come to perfection in the cli- 
mate of the United States; and that owing to 
frequent unfavorable seasons, the tendency of, 
the plant to degenerate, and the exhaustion of 
the soil of the sugar estate, more labor is, ne- 
cessary to produce a given quantity of sugar 
in this country, than in any other part of the 
world from which the commodity is brought. 

The making of the sugar from the eane, for 
these reasons’ even wlth the present high du 
ty, never likely to become a prosperous branch’ 
of industry in our country. 

The undersigned therefore pray that Con- 
gress will altogether relieve the people from” 
the duty on imported sugars. 

During the last year the prices of sugar 
have advanced fully fifty per cent.—A-specu- 
lative movement has to some extent stimula- 
ted the advance within the last few months. 

The agents ol the New Orleans planters, 
having early information of the deficient crop 
in Louisiana, bought up in the market a!l the 
Cuba sugar they could, and have realized very 
large profits. 

An export duty of 874c. per box, is now 
paid onall sugar shipped from Havana to 
American ports, and the Spanish Government$ 
threaten to increase the duty to thirty per ceut; 
as a set-off to our import duty the same rate. 
In that ease, the price of sugar in this. coun’~ 
try would be largely increased, as our chief 
supplies are derived from Cuba and Port Rico, 
and cannot be obtained in any degree of suffi- 
ciency elsewhere. 

No section of the country is more deeply 
interested in this subject than the Northwest, 
and we suggest the propriety of circulating 
petitions to Congress for the repeal of sugar 
duty form asabove. Who willmove in the 
matter? Weare sure that everybody would 
sign such a petition without hesitation. 

Meantime, let not our prairie farmers forget 
to lay in a stock of the Chinese Sugar Cane, 
and let them be sure that it isa genuine arti- 
cle, as there are several varieties of the plant, 
the seeds of which do not differ much in ap- 
pearance, The experiment of raising our 
own sugar ought to be tried ona large sca’e 
inthe North-west the coming season. .In 
fact, if prices should get much higher, there 
will be with most people only a choice be- 
tween this course and doing without the arti- 
cle altogether. Fortunately there is little or 
no risk in the experiment, as the stalks of 
the plant will more than pay for planting and 
harvesting merely as food torcattle,

Agricultural, &c, 

Japan Pra.—Much has been said in re- 
gard to the virtues of the Japan, or Caj.in- 
tis Bicolor, which in fact resembles a bean, 
in the vine and perhaps in the taste more 
than the pea. 

We have raised some Japan Peas the past: 
summer aud found them to be good produ- 
cers and not subject to the worm, chicken 
nor pigeon. They should be planted about 
the time Indian corn is and nay be in rows 
two or three feet apart and abouta foot apart 
in the row, as they have very bushy stems 
requiring no sucks for support. 

In taste we do not think them equal to 
the marrow fats. 


Srasuss for all kinds of animals should be 

roomy, warm and well ventilated. The ven- 
tilation must not be by means of a stream of 
fresh air flowing over and chilling therm. 
Horses, cows, sheep, mules and all such an- 
imals, keep in better health, have more 
muscular vigor and subsists on less food in 
such stables, than when exposed. 
A propor degree of warmth and fresh air, 
is the problem; and the man who can solve 
it will be a benefactor to all domesticated 
animals. We have approximations now } 
but like the problem of squaring the circle, 
the precise. answer has yet to be given. 


Manurnz.—Experiment shows that the 
same amount of manure which has been cov- 
ered nine inches deep with earth, so that no 
evaporation can escape, will produce four 
bushels of wheat more to the acre; tlian that 
which has lain to the weathr. Keeping 
manure covered then, when wheat is a dols 
lar and a half a bushel, will add six dollars 
to the value of the products of every agr¢ 
of land, growing wheat,

THE PERSIAN DIFFICULTY. 


It is beheved that Persia has submitted 
to the demand of the British, but the intels 
ligence is still received with Couhe. 

“The details of the capture of Bushire 
have been received from Bombay under 
date of December 29th. 

Some British ships had arrived off the 
port of Bushire. Correspondence ensued, 
and on Dec. 3d the Brush sent on shorea 
copy of the declaration of war. Next day, 
the 4th, the British took possession of the 
Island of Karrak without opposition, asa 
military depot. 

During the 7th and 9th the British troops 
disembarked at HHallila Bay, twelve miles 
south-west of Bushire. ‘lwo men landed 
with three days’ rations, and withoutbag-.. 
gage. 

On the morning of the 9th, the army, in 
two brigades, advanced along the cost, the 
ships sailing a little ahead, on the flank. 
The ship Assaye, on coming abreast of Fort 
Bushire, shelled it from a distance of 1700 
yards, and dislodged the garrison, 800 of 
whom took up a new position, to oppose the 
British at once. 

Brigadier Stopford was shot dead while 
urging on his men to the attack. The 
British thereon marched on the enemy. who 
fought desperately with tbe bayonet till dri- 
ven back upon the fort from whence they at- . 
tempted to escape, but were met by. the 
British Rifles, seaward, and by the Cavalry, 
landward. Col. Melville of the Cavalry 
was killed. he enmey were not Persians 
but Arabs; they left three Chiefs and a large 
number of men on the field. ‘The British 
loss is reported tobe 35 men. Bushire was 
then summoned to surrender, andthe channal 
having been buoyed during the night, the 
city was bombarded and_ shelled steadily 
for four hours, when it surrendered, and the 
British entered the town. he British re- 
port no lossin the fleet. The Governor, the 
Commander of the fleet, and an officer, re- 
ported to be the imiuister of war, were made 
prisoners. ‘Tbe garrison being too numer- 
ous to retain, they were removed into the 
interior and releiset Bushire was proclaim- 
ed British territory anda free port. The 
city became quiet, but reports were rift of 
abominableconduct on the part of the Bri- 
tish after the capitulation of the town.
